Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 12-26 and 28-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 1-10, 12-26 and 28-35: the claims are directed to location determination 
of a user (user terminal) in an industrial facility. The prior art of record does not teach or 
fairly suggest selecting data from databases depending on at least both the user 
identification and the present location and the identity of a zone of a predetermined 
spatial extent, as recited in claims 1, 17 and 33, and further argued by applicant. 
In the process of updating the search, a document was discovered, US 7,143,149 B2, 
issued to Oberg et al. However, since it belongs to the same assignee (ABB AB) and 
does not have a statutory bar date (i. e., it is a 102 (e) reference), it could not be applied 
as a legitimate prior art. Although the document is very similar to the instant application, 
the investigation of the claims in both the patent and the application did not provide a 
clear ground for possible obviousness double patenting rejection. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
